26 Section 1.  Section 63G-1-1001 is enacted to read:

27 Part 10. State Living Historic Landmark
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28 63G-1-1001.  Living historic landmarks.

29 (1)  As used in this part, "living historic landmark" means a significant historic cultural

30 event designated by the state as significant to the history, culture, economy, and character of

31 the state.

32 (2)  A living historic landmark is not owned or managed by the state.

33 Section 2.  Section 63G-1-1002 is enacted to read:

34 63G-1-1002.  Living historic landmarks designated.

35 Ballet West's production of Willam Christensen's "The Nutcracker" is designated as a

36 living historic landmark.
